COMPLAINT 


The plaintiff. United States of America, complains of the defendant above named and for 
cause of action alleges and says: 

1. The Plaintiff is the United States of America, and the Court has jurisdiction of this 
action pursuant to Title 28, United States Code, Section 1345. 

2. The Defendant resides within Hancock County, State of Indiana, in the Southern 
District of Indiana. 

3. The Defendant is indebted to the Plaintiff in the principal sum of $27,485.05, plus 
interest accruing at the rate of 7.63% computed from June 19, 2003, the date of default, until 
judgment. Said debt is more fully described in Certificate of Indebtedness, a copy of which is 
attached hereto, made a part hereof and marked Exhibit 1. The debt remains due and owing. 
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4. The Plaintiff has made a demand upon the Defendant for the above sum, and the 
Defendant has neglected and refused to pay same and persists in that refusal. 

5. This amount is a debt to the United States as defined in the Federal Debt 
Collection Procedures Act of 1990, 28 U.S.C. §§ 3001-3308. See 28 U.S.C. § 3002(3)(B). 

WHEREFORE, the United States of America prays to recover of and from the Defendant 
the principal sum of $27,485.05, plus interest computed from date of default, June 19, 2003, to 
June 22, 2018, at the rate of 7,63% per annum, in the sum of $22,232.18, for a total of 
$49,717.23, plus interest to date of judgment at the rate of 7.63% per annum, plus interest at the 
prevailing rate after judgment until paid, costs of this action, and for all other just and proper 
relief.

I certify that U.S. Department of Education records show that the BORROWER named above is indebted to 
the United States in the amount stated below plus additional interest from 06/22/18. 

On or about 01/24/00, the BORROWER executed a promissory note to secure a Federal Family Education 
Loan Program Consolidation loan from SALLIE MAE/SMART LOAN, WILKES-BARRE, PA. This loan 
was disbursed for $25,641.31 on 02/22/00 at 7.63 % interest per annum. The loan obligation was guaranteed 
by NEW YORK STATE HIGHER EDUCATION SERVICES CORPORATION, and then reinsured by the 
Department of Education under loan guaranty programs authorized under Title IV-B of the Higher Education 
Act of 1965, as amended, 20 U.S.C. 1071 et seq. (34 C.F.R. Part 682). The holder demanded payment 
according to the terms of the note, and credited $0.00 to the outstanding principal owed on the loan. The 
BORROWER defaulted on the obligation on 06/19/03, and the holder filed a claim on the loan guarantee. 

Due to this default, the guaranty agency paid a claim in the amount of $27,485.05 to the holder. The guarantor 
was then reimbursed for that claim payment by the Department under its reinsurance agreement. Pursuant to 
34 C.F.R. § 682.410(b)(4), once the guarantor pays on a default claim, the entire amount paid becomes due to 
the guarantor as principal. The guarantor attempted to collect this debt from the BORROWER. The guarantor 
was unable to collect the full amount due, and on 05/09/13, assigned its right and title to the loan to the 
Department. 

Since assignment of the loan, the Department has credited a total of $0.00 in payments from all sources, 
including Treasury Department offsets, if any, to the balance. After application of these payments, the 
BORROWER now owes the United States the following: 

Principal: $27,485.05 

Interest: $22,232.18 

Total debt as of 06/22/18: $49,717.23 

Interest accrues on the principal shown here at the rate of $5.74 per day.
